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ROBSON, 


For the last two years we have heard a 
great deal of a “ little man’ at a little 
teatre in Wych-street, whom we are 
constantly being told to go and see, and 
whom, when we have seen, we cannot 
forget ; indeed —through him—the _peri- 
lous—garrrotish approaches to the Olym- 
pic have been quite forgotten — have 
vanished in the pleasure and amusement 
anticipated at the journey’s end. 

You may talk about the many actors 
you have seen—both of present and past 
time -if your friend quickly interrupts 
you with this question, whica he is sure 
to do—* Have you seen Robson?” “ Let 
the rest be silence,” and seize the first 
opportunily to hasten to the Olympic. 

We do nct intend to enter into a long 
divestation about the declining state of the 
drama and what Charles Kean has done 
for it, both these matters being in general 
served up by critics of the present age, 
when speaking of an actor, nor shall we, 
by the way, argue whether Phelps bears a 
striking resemblance to his mother ; this 
astounding assertion being always put 
forward by his non-admirers. We require 
none of it in our case, for all we desire is 
to say a few words ofone of the “ great 
little” men—Mr. F. Robson. 

Although Mr. Robson plays to great 

rfection in comedy and farce, it is in 

urlesque he has made himself preeminently 





successful. Burlesque is his forte. He 
was born and made for burlesque, and in 
burlesque be has never been equalled. 
Before Christmas, 1854, he was little 
known, or heard of, by the play-going 
public ; indeed, this side of the water not 
at all; and looking now, therefore, at the 
eminent position he has reached, will at 
once show what rapid strides in the pro- 
fession he has made. Shylock may be 
ranked amongst his greatest characters. 
His impersonation of the disatiable jew is 
something terrible to behold, and for 
originality of conception, stands unrivalled 
in all his burlesque characters. The 
Yellow Dwarf and the Discreet Princess, 
Medea and Young and Handsome, 
He has shown a trueoriginality—a peculi- 
arity of style which takes after no other 
actor, either of this or that generation— 
which belongs to no school, but which is 
par emphasis Robson’s; he is in fact, the 
founder of a school himself. He depicts 
the humour, passions, love, rage, jealousy, 
fear, envy, however humorous and witty the 
language in which they may be defined. 
With all the feeling of a great tragedian, 
the skill of a consummate artist, he trage- 
dizes burlesque. 

Another well known feature of Robson's 
acting, is his striking and truthful repre- 
sentation of intense mental excitement of 
the human mind, when under an imaginary 
consciousness of having done some crime, 
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or some great misdeed; the more it tries 
to unravel the mystery, the more forcible 
and clear does its supposed guilt appear. 
This is seen in most of his pieces, but very 
remarkably in Five Pounds Reward and 
Jones the Avenger. The latter of these 
——when he appears with the clothes of the 
man whom he thinks to be doomed—is a 
perfect masterpiece of acting. His versa- 
tility of talent is astonishing, and during 
all his ridiculous gesticulations, his ravings, 
his powerful and sparkling delineations, 
he keeps the audience in a constant roar of 
laughter. 

-If you want to see a genuine actor (a 
rara avis in these days), aman who wears 
his soul in his sleeve, and an original 
genius, we can only repeat the advice which 
has so often rang in our own ears: “Go 
and see Robson.”

METROPOLITAN THEATRES 





Strand.—A performance took place at 
this theatre on Wednesday last, by two 
amateur clubs, the Printers’ Dramatic 
Society and the National, who rendered 
their services on the occasion asa compli- 
ment to the EpiTor of the THEATRICAL 
JouRNAL. The boxes presented, on this 
occasion, 1n unusual array of the elite as 
regards the fair sex, whose youth and 
beauty were the admiration of the general 
audience ; the other portions of the house 
were not crowded, but very respectably 
attended, The performances commenced 
with the amusing Comedy of £rrors, in 
which the Printers’ Society took the lead ; 
it was extremely well played ; and dressed 
by Mr. May, the costumier of Bow-street. 

he Twin Brothers were Messrs. Walters 
and Turner, whose fair proportions, 
height, and dress, were so alike that, but 
for the voice, it was difficult to ascertain 
the one from the other. Their acting was 
both judicioas, correct, and praiseworthy, 
and really all that could possibly be 
desired, Then came the two amusing 
comedy characters—the Dromio’s, which 
were acted by Messrs. G. Palmer and J. 
Hall. These gentlemen had evidently 





studied the author very closely, and were 
particularly well up in their parts. They 
matched extremely well, being both rather 
stout, and as near the same height as two 
could be, Their dresses and make-up 
were a fac simile of each other, and many 
of the audience could not be pursuaded 
that there were two, till the scene came 
where they appeared together, which 
created both laughter and immense applause 
All the other characters were efficiently 
rendered by Messrs. Pooles, Morgan, 
Mathews, Porter, Wood, Edwin Wells, 
&c. The ladies—who formed no small 
portion of the excellent effect given to 
the comedy—Mesdms. Henderson, Wool- 
lidge, Lee, and Clari, acted in a manner 
worthy of being noticed by the most dis- 
criminating audience ; indeed, we think, 
the comedy has not been so well acted for 
many years. Between the play and the 
second piece, a child about nine years old, 
Madlle. Marietta, a pupil of Senora Perez, 
of the Haymarket, went through a dance in 
a most exquisite style. Her poses and 
classical evolutions where: remarkable for 
their correctness and elegance, and the 
various passes she introduced showed she 
has great ability for the art she appears 
to take great delight in. She met with a 
loud and unanimous encore. The National 
Club, afterwards, played the drama of 
Charles the Twelfth; Mr. Staunton was 
the hero, Charles. He was well dressed 
for the character, and looked it remarkably 
well, and acted with dignity and spirit, 
His scenes with Adam Brock told well; 
and Mr, ©. W: Cole, who played the 
latter character, acted with his usual 
humour. The Muddlework of Mr. Hilton 
was very good, and we heard several per- 
sons near us declare he was Harley nder 

an assumed name. Messrs. Clarke, Ram- 
say, Rivers, Ford, &c., came in for their 
share of applause. Miss Howard made a 
very pretty and interesting Ulrica, and 
Miss Ferries was very deserving as Eudiga, 
We were very sorry she did not sing the 
song as in the bills. The concluding piece 


was a farce—A Man Without a Head. 
:Mr. Lee isa good farce actor and no 
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mistake! He possesses great quaint, dry, 
humonr, and keeps up the jokes <apitally. 
His absence of mind was well pourtrayed ; 
and Mr. Bolton played the gay, rattling 
lover with much spirit and vivacity. 
Little Madlle. Clari looked very pretty in 
the riding habit, and played with a degree 
of archness, without affectation, which 
obtained her deserved applause. Miss 
Cattermole looked and acted charmingly, 
and Miss Wright, as the Chambermaid, 
never played with greater spirit. She 
obtained great applause on her exit. Mr. 
Benson was the stage-manager for the 
night; and, in justice to this gentleman, 
we are bound to congratulate him upon his 
very able management. The audience 
appeared highly gratified at the fall of the

Miss L. Lawrence, as Jessy 
Vere, played with great feeling, and was a 
capital representative of the part. The 
last piece was the popular farce of Bow. 
and Cox. which, however, we did not re- 
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main to witness, as our residence is four 
miles distant from the theatre.
